LIGHTNING RODS,

Scientific Answer to the Question,
Are They Worth Anvthing?
From Popular Scfence News,

Several years gince, My, Hodges, then
edltor of Sclence, dlscussed the subject
of lightning-rods, giving special im-
portance to an instance where a bell
wire from a steeple wholly disappeared
after a lghtning stroke. The steeple
and bullding were uninjured down to
. noint where the wire had ended;
below that, there was much domase.
Hig conclusion was that, if lghtning
can expend Its force In disintegrating
@ conductor that is sufMclently small
to be dissipated, it prefers to expend
ftself in that way, This theory,
gether with other recent statements,
would Indieate that If the high voints
